British Cattle Embargo. 


In a recent exte nded contribution to 
the Red Deer Advocate the writer 
gives the history of the British Cattle 
Embargo and attempts to convey the 
impression that the Canadian govern- 
ment has not been lax in its endeavors 
to have it removed. Whatever the 
Minister of Agriculture did or left un- 
done the writer finds that as late as 
1904 the President of the British Board 
of Agriculture said at Aberdeen that 
the Canadian people were quite satis- 
fied with the removal of the stigma 
that their herds were sufferiug from 
disease. The man who raises cattle is 
certainly justified in criticising a gov- 
ernment that in 12 years time fails to 
make its attituge on questions of inter- 
national diplomacy perfectly clear, 
To be sure the Minister of Agriculture 
in reply to this had an Order-in-Coun- 
cil passed protesting against this grave 
assuinption. But the fact remains that 
as late as 190! British authorities were 
laboring under this grave misappre- 
hension. In 1906 we are told the Can- 
adian Minister of Agriculture and the 
Dominion High Commissioner at Lon- 
don, co-operated with the British Par- 
liamentary friends of repeal in the 
preparation and preséntation of their 
case. In what way, nvy weask? When 
Mr. Cairns presented his Diseases of 
Animals Act Amendment Bill, for 
second reading, he was fortified by 
petitions in favor,from Aberdeenshire, 
Birkenhead, Bristol,Chester, Kirkcaldy, 
Leith, Manchester and Salford, Salford 
and Scottish Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, Limited, and other places. 
Did Minister Fisher procure petitions 
recording the will of Canadian farmers 
to strengthen his hand? Did he to- 
gether with the other members of the 
cominittee selected by parliament for 
that purpose go to England and inter- 
view the English parliament on this 
question? No, and a careful reading of 
the debale does not disclose any men- 
tion of Mr. Fisher's assistance in either 
preparing this bill or aiding its movers 
in presenting it. On the other hand 
passages are not wanting to prove 
that his department has had a most 
deleterious effect on the minds ‘of 
British statesmen. Mr. Cathcart Wat- 
son (Orkney and Shetland) thus refersto 
Minister Fisher’s dispatch of 1005: 

“They had a message from the 
Minister of Agriculture in Canada, Mr. 
Fisher, who told the government that 
the imposition of these restrictions 
was an unfriendly act. We hid never 
in all our history had suchan insulting 
communication from any of our 
colonies. If it had came from France 
or from any other continental power, 
stocks would have gone down, our 
flects and our troops would have been 
mobilized, and war might have ensued. 
Luckily for this country, the right 
honorable gentleman, the member for 
West Birmingham, was not, Colonial 
Secretary when that message was _ re- 
ceived, otherwise there might have 
been some pretty recriminations. A 
milder gentleman (Mr. Lyttleton) was 
then Colonial Secretary and he_ re- 
ceived the message with due humility, 
buv the idea of saying that our domes- 
tic legislation in this country was an 
pntviendly act, was an insulting thing. 
Cannda had imposed import duties 
against.this country and we had never 
made the slightest remonstrance. Yet 
when we passed a measure to ‘protect 
our flocks and herds we were told by 
the Minister of Agriculture that it was 
an unfriendly act. The resolution of 
the Dominion Parliament was couched 
in unveracious and insulting  lan- 
guage.” 

Being asked to withdraw the last re-

Is it too much to infer from this that 
Minister Fisher is not diplomat enough 
to transact the farmers business by 
cablegram?

The time to act was when Mr. Cairns 
and the friends of repeal were endcav- 
oring to retumn the control of this 
question to the Departinent of Agric- 
ulture. Here is another quotation from 
Mr. Watson showing the baleful 
influence upon the reputation of our 
live stock abroad of the reports issued 
by the department of Agriculture: 

Mr. Watson: “They know from the 
Board of Agriculture in Canada itself 
that the Canadian herds were not free 
from tuberculosis, mange and other 
diseases which we do not want here. 
He wished to impress upon Ivish mem- 
aa Cana nae that, outside cattle 
breeding, the great industry of Ireland 
was horse breeding, and in this very 
report of the Canadian Board of 
Agriculture last year there was a de- 
tailed account of a disease, which 
modesty almost forbade of his men- 
tioning, namely a venereal disease 
among the hoises of that country, 
which if imported into Ireland would 
be a most serious matter.” 

Horses are not subject to the present 
embargo, but it can be seen that if 
Canada were producing horses for ex- 
pol, what a wall of prejudice is being 
erected by these reports issued by the 
Canadian government and distributed 
to other countries against their impor- 
tation by those countries. The entire 
argument of Mr. Field and his con- 
stituents is based on “a strong feeling 
of the dangers to which British cattle 
will be exposed by a reversal of the 
present policy of slaughter at the port 
of debarkation, under which we have 
for so many yeurs enjoyed our present 
immunity from infectious disease 
amongst cattle.” Quotations from the 
Canadian Blue Book are not_ wanting 
to sustain his position, notably the re- 
port of the V.ILG._ respecting the 
411,061 cattle that. had been dipped in 
1904. As this report is utterly mislead- 
ing, we are driven to consider whether 
the object of such reports is to mag- 
nify the office of the man issuing them 
or to present the truth and the whole 
respecting conditions governing a 
greatindustry. Whena ministerof the 
crown fails to obey the wish of Parlia- 
ment, and fails utterly in hisown dip- 
lomatic experiments, he must expect 
condemnation from those whose bus- 
iness interests suffer from such causes, 
To say that the Canadian government. 
has made no elfort- to- remove the 
embargo would be untrue. To say it 
has done all that fammers have a right 
to expect of it is equally untrue.

THE ODOR OF SANCITY. 


A French Writer's, Theory of How It 
May Be Exuded by Man. 

Dr. Georges Dumas is the author of 
an srticle in the Revue de Paris on 
“The Odor of Sanctity.”. The writer 
necepts as true the numerous reported | 
instunces of saints und mystics of the ; 
Catholic church whose bodies ufter 
death or during moments of ecstasy 
emitted peculiarly pleasing odors of 
varlous kinds. Then mep and women 
with whom such legends deal, argues 
Dr. Dumas, were neurasthenes, and it 
is not fmpossible that tue aroma of 
sunctity which surrounded them was 
the product of, strictly physifological 
and chemical changes cominon to all 
inen, but present in highly intensified 
form in subjects who, so to speak, 
burned up the candle of their existence 
nt an unusually rapid rate. He says in 
part: 

“So far, then, we have come across a 
great variety of perfuimes—cinnamon, 
clove, orange, pineapple. rose, violet, 
lily of the valley, yellow amber and 
benzoin. Now, the natural constitu- 
tion of all of these is well known, and 
chemistry produces them daily for com- 
mercial purposes. We may therefore 
substitute the equivalent chemical ex- 
pressions for the ordinary terms we 
have employed and say that orange, 
cinnamon, violet and musk owe thelr 
perfume to aldehydes and acetoues, 
aromatic Hquids derived from the alco- 
hols, just as the artificial essence of 
pineapple comes from butyric ether. 
We have, then, to ask whether the hu- 
man body can produce odorous com- 
pounds of the kind we huve mentioned 
and under what conditslons, As a mat- 
ter of fact, it does produce a certain | 
number of such compounds in the de- 
struction of organic matter, which ts 
the constant condition ef Hfe, in par- 
ticular acetones and the volatile fatty 
acids, butyric, formic, acetic. ete. If 
the process of combustion is normal all 
these constituents are burned up, com- 
pletely oxidized, and give as a residue 
water, carbonic acid and urea. But let 
some slackening occur in the inmost 
nutrition of the tissues and the same 
eonstituents will escape through the 
breath, perspiration and the skin.”

Among the hundreds of news- 
papers thus subsidized are scores 
of journals of which the people of 
Eastern Canada have never 
heard. There are scores of them 
which came into existence solely 
that their owners might share in 
this spoil. 

Many of these could not exist 
without being thus pap-fed from 
Ottawa, aud would drop out of 
existence if from a change of 
gevernment or other cause they 
ceased to be nourished at the 
public cost, . 

There are other journals long 
established and more or less _ re- 
putable which gather thousands, 
and in some cases tens of thous-.

I will not say that these are de- 
pendent wholly or mainly upon 
goveroment patronage, but it may 
be truly said that if they showed 
any independence in criticising 
the acts of the government, or of 
anv department, the entire 
patronage of the government, or 
of the department affected, would 
be withdrawn. 

. Never before was this patron- 
age so lavishly bestowed upon 
the favorites; never before was 
it so relentlessly withdrawn, if 
the newspapers gave offence to 
a minister or his satellites. 

Practically we have six hun- 
dred newspapers in the pay of the 
government, the pay: being con- 
ditioned upon such newspapers 
presenting every act or word of 
the government in the most fav- 
orable light, and every act or 
word of any and every opponent 
of the government in the most 
unfavorable light. 

And the entire people are pay- 
ing for this to the tune of millions! 

In some instances it is only si- 
lence that is expected and paid 
for. 

The religious and denomina- 
tional] journals are expected to 
take their dole and shut their 
eyes to the flagrant public in- 
iquity. How far they fulfill the 
expectations of their paymasters 
it is for the public to judge. 

But among the majority of the 
noble six hundred the demorali- 
zation is complete.

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THE ODOR. OF SANCITY, 

“A French Writer's Theory of How It 
May Be Exuded by Man. 

Dr. Georges Dumas is the author of 
an article In the Revue de Paris on 
“The Odor of Sunctity.” The writer 
necepts as true the numerous reported 
Instances of saints and mystics of the 
Catholic church whose bodies after 
deith or during moments of ecstasy 
enlitted peculiarly pleasing odors of 
various kinds. Then men and women 
with whom sucb legends deal, argues 
Dr. Duinus, were neurasthenes, and it 
is not impossible that tue aroma of 
sanctity which surrounded them was 
the product of strictly physiological 
and: chemical changes common to all 
men, but present in highly intensified 
form in subjécts who, so to speak, 
burned up the candle of their existence 
at an unusually rapid rate. He says in 
part: 

“So far, then, we have come across a 
great variety of perfumes—cinnamon, 
clove, orange, pineapple, rose, violet, 
lily of the valley, yellow amber and 
benzoin. Now, the natural constitu- 
tion of all of these is well known, and 
chemistry produces them daily for com- 
mercial purposes. We may therefore 
substitute the equivalent chemical ex- 
pressions for the ordinary terms we 
have employed and say that orange, 
cinnamon, violet and musk owe thelr 
perfume to aldehydes artd acetones, 
aromatic Iquids derived from the alco- 
hols, just as the artificial essence of 
pineapple comes from butyric ether. 
We have, then, to ask whether the hu- 
man body can produce odorous’ com- 
pounds of the kind we have mentioned 
and under what conditions. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it does produce a certain 
number of such compounds in the de- 
struction of organic matter, which {is 
the constant condition of Hfe, in par- 
ticular acetones and the volatile fatty 
acids, butyric, formic, acetic, ete. If 
the process of combustion is norma! all 
these constituents are burned up, com- 
pletely oxidized, and give as a residue 
water, carbonic acid and urea. But let 
some slackening occur in the inmost 
nutrition of the tissues and the same 
eoustituents will escape through. the 
breath, perspiration and the skin,” 


Persevere. 

I have often heard people in mature 
life say, “If I had only kept on as I 
had begun, if I had only persisted in 
carrying out my ambition, I might 
have amounted to something and been 
infinitely happier.’ 

Multitudes of people have led mis- 
erable lives of regret, with thwarted 
ambitions constantly torturing them, 
simply because in a moment of weak- 
ness and discouragement they turned 
back. If there is any time a person 
needs nerve, grit and stamina it Is 
when tempted to turn back, when the 
coward voice within says: “Don’t you 
see how foolish it is for you to try 
to do this. thing? You have not the 
means or the strength. How foolish 
to sacrifice years of comfort and pleas- 
ure at home among the people who 
love you for the sake of doing what 
you have undertaken! It {s_ better 
to turn back and acknowledge your 
mistake than to go on and sacrifice so 
much.” Whatever you do or how 
heavy the burden, do not lay it down 
at such a time. No matter how dark 
the way or how heavy the heart, wait 
until the “blue” depression or the dis- 
couragement has passed before taking 
any decided step.—Success Magazine,

In crowded city streets, especially in 
London and Paris, when a driver is 
halted by another driver ahead of him 
he throws up his hand or his whip per- 
pendicularly as a warning to the man 
back of Lim.

Book Auction Back In 1732. 

John Montgomerie, governor of the 
province of New York, died on July 1 
1731. In the New York Gazette of May 
8, 1732, is the rollowing advertisement, 
the first of the kind: 

“On Thursday, June 1, at 8 o'clock 
in the afternoon, will begin to be sold 
at public auction a collection of valua- 
ble books belonging to the library of 
his excellency John Montgomerie, Esq., 
late governor of New York, ete, de 
ceased. A catalogue of the books may 
be seen at the Coffee House in New 
York, with the conditions of sale.” 

This is clso the first instance where 
the word “auction” appears,” “vendue” 
being the term in general use.
